1 . In the proposed amendment, the four independent claims are changed to recite a 
combination of an extruder and a cooling liquid, rather than simply an extruder. This 
amendment would require further search and consideration. 

2. Also, in the proposed amendment, the dependent claims still recite an "Extruder" 
rather than the combination recited by the parent claims, causing confusion regarding 
the scope of the dependent claims.
